Currently, each group publishes monthly, or bi-monthly or quarterly or once in 
awhile. What if...ail newsletters just sent out meeting and dues notices? What if 
eae all groups charged its members just enough to cover minimal expenses? What 
if... SNUG. charged $19 a year for its publications? What if ... all TS users 
subscribed to SNUG? Could we keep the TS ball roiling for a few more years? 
Articles; reviews; how to’s, opinions, and news could be seperated into machine 
groups. Each article would get national exposure, groups or individuals could get 
some income from making tape or disc copies of software. Group swap expenses would 
be reduced to nil. Editors would still have to get the material and group related 
news ready for the national publication and send it in on time. Since writing thisy 
5.N.U.6.’s Paul Holmgren came out with a similiar recommendation, that we all pull 
together and support a national newsletter. I feel it is a good time to get on the 
band wagon. We have missed meeting “Some groups, and I hope we meet more through 
SNUG, and more individual users.
